Flour Problem at 
Annual Session 


Little Rock, April 23 — (IP) — 


Members of the Arkansas Bakers 
Association discussed effects of the 
recent federal cut of 25 per cent in 
flour supplies at their annual con- 
vention here today. 


W. -G. Shipley, president of the 
organization, led a round table dis- 
cussion on what bakers may ex- 
pect from the federal- order to cut 
down domestic use of grain so that 
more mav bs shiped abroad to 
famine areas. 


Speakers agreed that reduction 
in bakery output would entail eith- 
er a lay-off of workers or increas- 
ed production costs. 
;

A total of $860,279 was spent in 


the 75 counties in 1944 to operate 
the courts and the figure does not 
include the salaries of the circuit 
judges, chancellors and prosecuting 
attorneys.

than §20,000 and $18,000 went for 
court expenses.

also showed a wide range. Three 
counties reported spending 
more 


than $10,OOU each, and four others 
were listed in the $5.000 to $10,000 
group. 


Total expenditures from county 
general funds in 1944 were $3,414.- 
257. 
Officers' salaries and expenses 


amounted to $626,761 and the cost 
of maintaining 
public buildings 


was $148,242. Counties spent $109,- 
996 for public health activities. This 
does not include assistance from 
state and federal sources to help 
maintain health units. 


Twenty-three counties listed ex- 


penditures for libraries. The total 
spent was $31,541 and half of this 
was in four counties. 


A total of $139,992 was spent for 


items classified as Welfare, Pau- 
pers and Relief, and the figure 
does not include the cost of main- 
taining county hospitals in Pulaski, 
Mississippi and Sebastian counties. 
The hospital costs in these coun- 
ties were listed under "other gener- 
al expense". 


"Miscellaneous 
items accounted 


for more .than one-half of the Gen- 
eral Fund expenditures in some 
counties. For the 75 counties the 
total was $1,006,573, nearly one-, 
third of 'the total General Fund 
expenditures.

Commodore T. M. Rivers of the 
navy's medical corps told the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences yes- 
terday that navy doctors got first- 
hand information on the disease 
— called Japanese B-encephalitis 
— during an epidemic among na- 
tives last summer. He added: 


"The disease is extraordinarily 
disagreeable and can be 
highly 


fatal. It is a menace to our occupa- 
tion troops because it occurs each 
summer on Okinawa." 


Rivers later told reporters that 


while there is no specific' treat- 
ment for the disease, a vaccine has 
been developed and is now being 
appraised as a possible protective 
weapon. He offered no details. 


The Okinawan form of sleeping 


sickness causes victims to 
suffer 
a brain inflammation. 


Dr. Charles Armstrong of

United States Public Health Serv- 
ice told a reporter the Japanese 
form is more virulent than the so- 
called "St .Louis encephalilis" and 
western form of equine encephali- 
tis that occur in this country.

The dcnth of the chief justice of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
Slates is a momentous event re- 
gnrtlless who the principal happ- 
bnfi to be. For under the American 
trilimvlrntc lorm of government— 
legislative, executive and judicial— 
tllp supreme court frequently has 
the last "say". 


.But Harlan. Fiske Stone, who 


d|od of a stroke Monday at tnc age 
of 73, typified not only the delib- 
eration and majesty of the high 
court but was a perfect example 
of the nonpartlsanshlp and faith- 
ful public service which holds our 
rintion together despite the fierce 
political quarrels of a sell-govern- 
ihg people. 


Obviously a fine lawyer to hold 


the top legiil post of the nation, Mr. 
Stpne nevertheless was an admin- 
istrator rather than a tedious word- 
splitter. 


He sought to keep the supreme 


cOUrt abreast of the times, and 
While the court's decisions in ro- 
dent years have caused many an 
hohest man to grab a towel and 
rejsir lo the wailing-place, still it 
is''true lhat the court's actions 
hrive been no more bewildering 
than the events which the court 
ha,d to face. The very least that 
chn-bc said of Chief Justice Stone 
is:' that under his leadership the 
court kept its relative position in 
the American scheme ol govern- 
rticnt-intact. That is no small comp- 
liment to pay the man, as you look 
buck over the earth-shaking events 
of the limes in which he lived. 


He was nonpai tisan. Technically 


a'Republican, he was appointed an 
associate justice of the court by 
President Coolidge, a Republican. 


„ But his performance on the bench 
; was such that President Roosevelt, 


a • Democrat, made him chief jus 
tlcc. 


'He sought lo keep the court a 


breast of the times. When the first 
New Deal legislation reached the 
court, in the .turbulent 30's, he 
joined with Justices Brandcis and 
Cardoza to form what came to be 
krlown as Ihe "liberal wing."

fate of millions, are intimately 
concerned with the results of these 
compromises. No one nation can 
force its nationalistic aims upon 


* the world. It is largely up to the 


United Stales, because of its stren- 
gth and political ideals, to see 
that this prohibition is enforced.

Steps to Aid 
Discipline 
Termed Rigid 


Frankfurt, Germany, April 23— 


WP)— Rigorous measures to combat 
a deterioration of discipline among 
American troops in Europe — in- 
cluding busy training schedules for 
all and an fl p. m., curfew i'or sol- 
diers with bad conduct records — 
were ordered today by Gen. Jo- 
seph T. McNarney. 


The 
European 
cotnmander-in- 
chief, admitting that morale and 
discipline have declined seriously 
within the last fesv months, told a 
news conference he had issued or- 
ders that "prompt corrective; mea- 
sures must be taken to remove the 
cause, deal swiftly and justly with 
the offenders and limit and pre- 
ven tarty future occurrences." 
Earlier army medical 
officers 
had recommended that the troops 
be given plenty of work on 
the 
drill field as one means of fight- 
ing an. excessive venereal disease 
rate. 


Maj. Claude M. Eberhart of Chi- 


I cago, veneral disease control of- 
ficer for the European 
theater 
proposed that all major commands 
in Europe "return to garrison life" 
and its strict discipline to fight 
venereal disease, which he 
said 
now averages 211 cases per thou- 
sand men per year. 


Gen. McNarney. in his orders 
yesterday to 
tighten 
discipline, 
listed, the "excessive veneral di- 
sease rate" as one indication of de- 
teriorating GI morale and disci- 
pline. Maj. Eberhart said the an- 
nual rate rose from 52 cases per 
thousand on V-E day to highs of 427 
per thousand in some areas. 
"There is, however, no guaran- 
tee that the rate won't continue to 
rocket," 
Eberhart' said. 
"Food 
shortages, as they grow worse, will 
increase the promiscuity of girls, 
who will become more willing to 
sell themselves for chocolate bars 
and the necessities of life which 
soldiers can provide. 


"One of the few 
alternatives." 
he continued, "is to enforce army 
discipline, with emphasis on drills, 
reviews, parades, 
tightening of 
courtesy and 
general discipline, 


and a re-institution 
of 
military 
calls, such as retreat and reveille 
"This will not only keep the idle 
soldier off the streets but will give 
him pride in being a soldier. Right 
now many soldiers have no pride, 
and men without pride don't care 
with whom they sleep." 


Maj. 
Eberhart said the venereal 
disease rate, which climbed sharp- 
ijy after V-E day, dropped slightly 
in September as. a result of an ed- 
ucational program and redeploy- 
ment, but then began to sky-rocket 
again.

Steps to Aid 
Discipline 
Termed Rigid 


Frankfurt, Germany, April 23— 


WP)— Rigorous measures to combat 
a deterioration of discipline among 
American troops in Europe — in- 
cluding busy training schedules for 
all and an fl p. m., curfew i'or sol- 
diers with bad conduct records — 
were ordered today by Gen. Jo- 
seph T. McNarney. 


The 
European 
cotnmander-in- 
chief, admitting that morale and 
discipline have declined seriously 
within the last fesv months, told a 
news conference he had issued or- 
ders that "prompt corrective; mea- 
sures must be taken to remove the 
cause, deal swiftly and justly with 
the offenders and limit and pre- 
ven tarty future occurrences." 
Earlier army medical 
officers 
had recommended that the troops 
be given plenty of work on 
the 
drill field as one means of fight- 
ing an. excessive venereal disease 
rate. 


Maj. Claude M. Eberhart of Chi- 


I cago, veneral disease control of- 
ficer for the European 
theater 
proposed that all major commands 
in Europe "return to garrison life" 
and its strict discipline to fight 
venereal disease, which he 
said 
now averages 211 cases per thou- 
sand men per year. 


Gen. McNarney. in his orders 
yesterday to 
tighten 
discipline, 
listed, the "excessive veneral di- 
sease rate" as one indication of de- 
teriorating GI morale and disci- 
pline. Maj. Eberhart said the an- 
nual rate rose from 52 cases per 
thousand on V-E day to highs of 427 
per thousand in some areas. 
"There is, however, no guaran- 
tee that the rate won't continue to 
rocket," 
Eberhart' said. 
"Food 
shortages, as they grow worse, will 
increase the promiscuity of girls, 
who will become more willing to 
sell themselves for chocolate bars 
and the necessities of life which 
soldiers can provide. 


"One of the few 
alternatives." 
he continued, "is to enforce army 
discipline, with emphasis on drills, 
reviews, parades, 
tightening of 
courtesy and 
general discipline, 


and a re-institution 
of 
military 
calls, such as retreat and reveille 
"This will not only keep the idle 
soldier off the streets but will give 
him pride in being a soldier. Right 
now many soldiers have no pride, 
and men without pride don't care 
with whom they sleep." 


Maj. 
Eberhart said the venereal 
disease rate, which climbed sharp- 
ijy after V-E day, dropped slightly 
in September as. a result of an ed- 
ucational program and redeploy- 
ment, but then began to sky-rocket 
again.

"Something had to.be done." he> 
asserted. "So, the- army made'pen- 
icillin available to German 
VD 
,clmcs and vice squads went into 
action in all major troop areas 
picking up. vagrant women for in- 
spection and treatment. At 
that 
time — the beginning of Decem- 
ber— the VD rate ran as high as 
50- per cent among women in Ber- 
lin and Bremen and the average 
number of soldier cases through- 
put the theater was 225 per thou- 
sand;.

"As a result of raids and the 
opening of .metropolitan prophylac-, 
tic stations in Berlin, the rate in 
Berlin has dropped to 167 and in
